OIL KICK IS LIKELY BOGUS 


A story is circulated in railroad cir­ 
cles to the effect that the National 
Petroleum assocation. an organization 
of so-called independent oil refineries 
in various parts of the country, with 
headquarters at Cleveland, Ohio, was 
about to serve notice on the railroads 
running between Chicago 
and 
the 
Twin Cities, of a complaint to the 
interestate commerce commission on 
the rate on oil shipments 
between 
these two points. 
The legal department of railroads 
centering in Twin Cities say that they 
had received no such 
service, 
but 
that there is such a movement on foot 
there is scarcely any room for doubt. 
"I have recently been talking 
on 
the subject with the managers of sev­ 
eral of the independent refineries in 
the east, said a Twin City oil dealer, 
who claims to handle no Standard Oil 
products, "and I know there is gong 
to be an agitation for a reduction in 
the rate on petroleum products ship­ 
ped from Chicago to the Twin Cities. 
The matter. I was told, would first 
he presented to the railroads in the 
form of a petition, and if no satisfac­ 
tion was obtained, the 
next 
move 
would be to take it to the interstate 
commerce commission. 
"In my mind there is no doubt that 
the rate on oil between Chicago and 
the Twin Cities is too high. 
In 1888. 
it cost juft 12 scents per 
hundred 
pounds to ship oil and other petro­ 
leum products in tank cars from Chi­ 
cago to St. Paul. About 1892 the rail­ 
roads raised the rate to 15 cents per 
hundred. 
About a 
year 
later 
the 
charge 
was again increased 
to 20 
cents. 
. j 
"The railroad men at that 
time 
claimed that they’ raised the rate be­ 
cause the Standard Oil company was 
willing to pay a higher rate and ad­ 
vocated a raise. 
"Now it stands to reason that 
if 
the railroads could afford to carry the 
petroleum products from Chicago to 
St. Paul for 12 cents per hundred in 
1888 they ought to be able to afford 
the same rate now. 
"The 
railroads 
are- handling 
all 
classes of freight at a lower cost now 
than they did in 1888. 
In 
1888. the 
tank cars held about 4.000 
gallons. 
Now- they hold 6,000 to 12,000 gallons 
each. 
Moreover, the roadbeds have 
been improved, and manifold 
new 
contrivances devised for cheapening 
the cost of frieght 
handling. 
The 
independent refineries contend 
that 
the railroads can haul 
a tank 
car 
holding 8,000 gallons today 
at 
the 
same expense that it required to haul 
a 4.000 gallon car in 1888. 
Yet at the 
same time they hauled oil for 12 cents 
per hundred over the same distance 
^ 
J for which they now charge 20 cents 
per hundred. 
"Now, the main point of the whole 
matter is this: The independents feel 
j that the Standard Oil is not paying 20 
I cents per hundred on oil hauled from 
Chicago to St. Paul. 
The independ­ 
e n t s realize, as must lie apparent to 
every intelligent person, that the low­ 
er the rate is the less chance there is 
, for rebating.”

N E W YORK, Nov. 23.—Alexander 
Pctschnikoff, violinist of world wide 
fame, idol of Russian society, and 
husband of a wealthy Chicago woman, 
is -a guest at an expensive hotel, whert 
he is preparing for his next recital at 
Carnegie hall. 
y 
Far removed from his hotel, in a 
bare, cold tenement room 
at 
1577 
Madison avenue, there is a little old 
gray haired woman living in abject 
poverty and sorrow. 
She is Petsch- 
nikoff’s mother, disowned by the great 
violinist. 
Age and sorrow have bent the old 
woman. 
Years of hard wrork 
have 
seared her face and 
distorted 
her 
shriveled hands. 
Today, slowly and 
crying all the time, she told the story 
of her son’s conduct. 
She told how, from the time of his 
birth to his twenty-first year, she had 
gathered wood and sold it 
in 
the 
streets of Moscow to provide Alexan 
der Petsehnikoff with the bread, meat, 
and shelter that even musical geniuses 
cannot do without. 
Left a penniless 
widow at 33, she had supported hei- 
self and her eleven children as long 
as she was able. 
Only when Alexan­ 
der had won fame and affluence did 
she appeal to him for aid. 
The appeal was in vain. 
But as she 
told her story it was plain that Petsch" 
nikoff’s refusals to support were not 
lier greatest sorrows. 
"He won’t see me,” she sobbed in 
her \ iddish-English. 
“ Ile refuses to 
see his mother—my' little Alexander 
that I worked so hard for. 
Think of 
it. He denies his mother.” 
“Yes,” 
interrupted 
Petschnikoff’s 
sister, Mrs. Rose Zeivtcr, with whom 
the mother lives, "we wrote him last 
week that mother would like to see 
ihm, and that if he was ashamed of 
her she would meet him in the street 
somewhere and nobody need know of 
it. 
But his wife sent a letter in re­ 
ply saying lie had no wish to see his 
mother and she must nota nnoy him 
any more.” 
Mrs. Zentcr then showed a letter 
from Petschnikoff’s wife written to 
them from Berlin six years ago. This 
is the letter: 
"Berlin, Nov. 8, 
1900.— 12 
Neue 
Bayruther strasse.—Mr. PetschnikofF 
is not at all surprised to receive such 
a distinguished letter from you anc 
he begs to answer as follows: 
"That your threatcnings 
to 
send 
your mother are of no sense w hatever’ 
for you seem to think you can com­ 
mand him to take her into Ins home. 
Having been baptised a Greek Catho­ 
lic, he had to swear to drop all com­ 
munication whatever with his family, 
you all being caf the Jewish religion. 
It is entirely Mr. PetschnikofFs good 
will if he helps your mother and he 
wishes you to understand it as such. 
He has the power to drop her or hold 
her at will. You have no power what­ 
ever. 
If she keeps out of his way he 
is willing to add to her support, but 
the minute she intrudes all help will 
he withdrawn. 
You will find it pretty 
hard to urge the case upon him as he 
is. according to Russian law, forbid* 
den to keep any contract with her. 
"As for your insinuation of having 
done so much for your mother, we are 
not at all of your opinion, as it is a 
great deal cheaper to have her do all 
the work for you than to keep a ser 
vant. 
Above all things Mr. Petsch- 
nikoff wishes you to understand he 
is indifferent to your threats. He will 
send your mother 50 marks a month 
and forbids you to communicate with 
him in any manner, such as by letter 
writing, visits, etc. 
At the first word 
or sign of any kind he will withdraw 
his support immediately, so he cau­ 
tions you to remember her existence 
is in your hands. 
“ MRS. P E T S C H N I K O F F ” 
“ He would never answer my moth­ 
er’s letters himself. 
His wife wrote 
always herself,” Mrs. Zentcr said.
